THE HOMESTEAD L 
THONFLICT IN SHE F 
COURTS. 


More than twelve months ago, Jud 
Brooks, of the United States District 
Court for North Carolina, decided that 
the Homestead provision of the Con- 
stitution of North Carolina did not 
apply to any debts contracted before 
the adoption of the Constitution, and 
was only valid asagainst debts created | 
subsequent to that time. 

Last Summer, Congress created a 
United States District Court for the 
Western District of North Carolina, and 
appointed Hon, Robert P. Dick, of the 
Supreme Court of the State, the Judge 
of this new District Court. 

In a recent case before Judge Dick, at 
Greensboro, as we learn from the New 
North State, his Honor decided that the 
Homestead of this State is constitu- 

‘tional as applied to pre-existing debts, 
and that the said Homestead must be 
allowed to a bankrupt under a recent 
Act of Congress. 

Tie case before Judge Dick was that 
of E. A. Vogler, bankrupt, against A. 
F. Pfohl, in which the plaintifl, who had 
filed®his petition in bankruptcy, claimed 
that under the Act of Congress, ratified 
June the 8th, 1872, he was entitled to 
the exemptions provided in article tenth 
of the Constitution of North Carolina. 

The case of Hill against Kessler, 63 
N. C. Reports, was relied on by the | 
plaintiff as deciding that the Homestead | 
clause in our State Constitution was 
valid against pre-cxisting debts, and 
Judge Dick, who had concurred in that 
opinion while a Justice of the Supreme 
Court, could not consistently reverse his 
own decision. 

In rendering his opinion in the case 
of Vogler against Pfohl, his Honor dis- 
cussed at great length the policy of 
bankrupt and Homestead laws, and held 
that Homesteads which have already 
been allotted are to be recognized and 
allowed in bankruptcy, where there is 
no fraud. Where they have not been 
set apart previous to the proceedings in 
bankruptcy, the allotment will be made 
by the Assignee under the directions of 
the Court. Where the land and personal 
property have been sold and the fund is 
undistributed, one thousand dollars of 
the money arising from the prcceeds of 
the land, will be allowed in lieu of the 
real estate, und five hundred dollars of 
the proceeds arising from the sale of the 
personal property will be exempted | 
under the personal property clause. 

We have thus a conflict in the decis- 
ions of the two Federal Judges for this 
State. In Judge Dick’s District, the 
bankrupt is allowed all the exemptions 
of the State Constitution, against old 
debts. In Judge Brook’s, these exemp- 
tions are only allowed against the debts 
contracted since the adoption of the 
State Constitution. 

This is certainly a strange state of 
affairs. A case will probably be taken to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 
The ablest lawyers think Judge Brooks 
will be sustained by that tribunal. In 
the case of Hiil os. Kessler, 63 N. C. 
Reports, Judge Pearson filed a dissent- 
ing opinion—holding that the Home 
stead law is not valid against debts con- 
tracted before the State Constitution 
was adopted. 


THE PRESIDENT’S SOUTHERN 
TOUR. 


The President's purpose of making an 
extended tour through the Southern 
States is regarded by many as an act of 
friendliness on his part and of his dis- 
position to treat our people with respect 
and courtesy. 

The President is evidently better dis- 
posed towards the South than he has 
been since his first election. 

It is thought he will signalize his 
entrance upon his second term by a 
general pardon of the Ku Klux offen- 
ders— with the understanding that all 
similar offences hereafter committed 
will be rigidly prosecuted and pun- 
ished. 

This is but carrying out the principle 
of the Amnesty act now before the Leg- 
islature of this State 


The Republicans ot North Carolina 
should not be less liberal than their 
President. 

If Grant should pardon the Ku Klux 
convicts and withdraw all the Federal 
troops from the South, as has been au- 
thoritatively stated trom Washington 
he will do, the people of the South will 
be in a better humor to extend him 
that courtesy and civility due the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

His Southern tour will occupy several 
weeks—during which he will spend two 
days each in Richmond, Raleigh, Char- 
leston, Savannah, Mobile and New Or- 
leans.
